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Another Needed Change 


Indications of political favoritism in 
the purchase of supplies for‘the Milledge- 
ville State Hospital; as revealed in yes- 
terday’s Constitution by Political Writer 
M. L. St. John, will serve to increase pub- 
lic demand for basic reform in hospital 
operations. 


Gov. Talmadge, whose transfer of most 
purchasing functions to the State Purchas- 
ing Department at Atlanta helped a bad 
situation, now is considering shifting medi- 
€al care of patients to the Georgia Medical 
College. That would, indeed, be another 
forward step. 


If lasting reform is to come, however, 
there is needed another change which 
ranks in importance with better medical 
care and the removal of political influence. 


A great deal of the trouble stems from 
the method of committing patients to the 
Hospital. Georgia’s present laws in. this 
respect are, as one informed attorney 
told us, not relics of medieval times but of 
the Stone Age. Some of these laws were 
passed as far back as 1818 and have come 
down to the present without amendment. 


It is possible in Georgia for a person 


to be adjudged insane and sent to Mil- 
ledgeville without examination by a phy- 
sician, much less a psychiatrist. 

Moreover, aged and senile persons can 
be, and very often are, committed to the 
Hospital because their families do not 
want to, or are unable to, assume the bur- 
den of caring for them. 

There is reason to believe a thorough 
psychiatric examination would enable 
the release to their families or to welfare 
institutions of a large number of the 10,000 
inmates at Milledgeville. That is not pos- 
sible now because of the limited medical 
staff at the Hospital. 

We need a thorough revision of our 
laws pertaining to insanity, including the 
establishment of a State Lunacy Commis- 
sion composed of psychiatrists and phy- 
sicians to pass on every case sent to Mil- 
ledgeville. It is ridiculous for a jury of 
laymen to be able to commit persons mere- 
ly because they may “act a little queer.” 

Moreover, such a commission would be 
a great aid in diagnosing the cases and 
prescribing treatment which might enable 
the patient to return home and lead a 
normal or nearly normal life.

No Comparison of 1949 With 1929 


WASHINGTON—For people who may be concerned over the possibility of the current deflationary 
trend developing into another depression of the scope we had in 1929, a few facts and figures on the 
present economic situation, as contrasted with conditions that existed at the time of the big bust 20 


years ago should be reassuring. 


It is to be said at the outset that no line of comparison can be 


offered between 1929 and 1949 which suggests the possibility of a repeat performance of what hap- 


pened in the former year. 


Our economy now is on ‘a much firmer foundation, with too many props 


and governmental safeguards to permit a repetition of the business disaster that hit us then. 


Here are some of the main points of differ- 
ence between economic conditions today and 
those at the time of the 1929 crash which should 
be borne in mind. They should be enough to 
give even a confirmed pessimist some degree of 
confidence in the future outlook. 


In 1929 the thing that set off the depres- 
sion was the collapse of the stock market. 
Wild spetulation had prevailed over a period 
of several years, with the whole list of secu- 
rities greatly inflated in value and with mar- 
gin requirements at a minimum. Today the 
very opposite is true, both as to speculatien 
and values, while margin requirements are 
up to 50 percent. Everything else has been 
booming since the war but the stock mar- 
ket, which has steadily declined. There is 

> little left to be squeezed out of the market. 
On the contrary, bargains are going begging. 


In 1929, banks began blowing up right and 
left, with 659 failures listed for that year. Later 
they were multiplied. There were few bank fail- 
ures today. We tended to put an end to that 
sort of thing with the Federal Deposit Insurance 
law, which puts a Government guarantee back 
of bank deposits up to a prescribed limit. 


For another thing, cash and bank deposits 
in 1929 totaled only some $55,000,000,000, with 
no Government savings bonds held by the public. 
Today cash and bank deposits total $165,000,000,- 
000, or exactly three times as much as 20 years 
ago. In addition, individuals hold about $48,- 
000,000,000 in Government savings bonds, which 
are readily converted into cash. : ; 


The farm situation offers one of the most 
favorable points of contrast. In 1929 farm prices, 
given little or no support at the time, had fallen 
some 54 percent in three years. Today the prod- 
ucts of the farm are given Government price sup- 


ports which prevent them from falling below a 
certain parity level—and there is no chance of 
these supports being eliminated. This means a 
continued period of prosperity for American 
agriculture. 


Twenty years ago public building construc- 
tion was at the tail end of a 10-year boom, with 
construction down to a’ mere $2,400,000,000 a 
year. Now it is running at a rate of more than 
double that, with tremendous shortages yet to 
be made up. 


One of the greatest cushions of them all 
against'a serious economic setback is the social 
security program we have adopted since 1929. 
Before that time benefits of the kind paid out by 
Federal, State and local governments amounted 
to only $1,000,000,000 a year. Now the total is 
around $12,000,000,000, including payments to 


veterans, payments to farmers and relief money}. 


to unemployed persons. A great reservoir of 
funds has been built up for the latter group. 


Yet another thing is the Gawernment now is 
spending upward of $36,000,060,000 a year for 
goods and services, which tends to bolster the 
national economy, whereas the extent of such 
purchases in 1929 was only about $8,500,000,000. 


Perhaps the final thing to be quoted is 
that we have some 12,000,000 more people 
employed teday than during the best prewar 
years—and at higher wages. The national 
income is running at a rate of well more 
than double what it was in 1929. 


Any number of other favorable factors could 
be cited. These are merely the high points of a 
survey just made by the United States News 
and World Report and official Government 
sources in Washington. The combined effect is 
to make any talk of a serious business depres 
sion seem downright silly. 


Training for Top U. S. Jobs 


WASHINGTON—A remarkable accomplishment by just one 
man with a public-spirited idea was chalked up when the National 
Institute of Public Affairs disbanded this month because the U. S. 
Government had taken over—lock, stock and barrel—its. 14-year- 
old program. 

The man in this instance is Frederick M. Davenport, of Clinton, 
N. Y. Defeated for re-election in 1932 after eight years in Congress, 
Mr. Davenport set out to get more and better college graduates 
into Governmen¢ service and persuaded the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion to donate $35,000 a year for that purpose. 

Mr. Davenport’s National Institute of Public Affairs since then 
has selected and trained 500 college-recommended “interns” for 
Government jobs. 

And so valuable have these trainees been found that the Civil 
Service Commission, = the Government as a whole, and eight 
departments and bufeaus individually, now have adopted the 
Davenport system of employee selection and training. 


Classes The Civil Service Commission began in 1945 with an 
in-service training experiment by which low-level em- 

ployees displaying special competence were detached for instruc- 
tion. Including a tenth class-of 25 now in being, approximately 
250 persons have been so trained 

This year, for the first time, the CSC is selecting 125 top-rank- 
ing college graduates for a year's training of junior management 
assistants. Members of this group will receive $2,074 during their 
year of training and thereafter, aceurding to the ability they dis 
play, will be assigned to junior executive poste in the Government, 

The State Department next monih will eonduct a eompetitive 
examination of some 500 college nominated eandidates for reler 
tion of 30 to 35 interns. The latter will etart a veare training 
course at $2,520 a year with prospect of advancement to $4,240 
before they are graduated 

The Treasury and the Hiureau of the Budget have intern train 
ing well under way and other branehee whieh have inetituted if 
are the Departments of Agriculture, Commerce and Interior, all 
branches of the armed services, and the Gueial Seewity Adminis 
tration, 


Re ort The Government Reorganisation Comimiesion, headed by 
p former President Hoover, spevifivally uwieaed Liovernment 
adoption of the program of the National Inatituie of Mublic Affairs, 


“Far greater emphasis,” the Commission sald, “should be placed 
on the development and execution of progiame designed to attract 
first-rate young men and en for junior professional, acientific, 
technical and administrative posts.” 

In setting up his program, Mr, Davenport eopied largely from 
private corporations which for years have been combing the uni- 
versities and colleges for top material. 

Corporation experience indicated that while written examina- 
tions were important, they were by no means the only way of 
getting at the subject’s fitness. Appearance, ability in oral expres- 
sion, stability and social adjustment, mental qualities, vitality, 
interests and motivation were other characteristica examined. 

Mr. Davenport’s investigators have sought to find out whether 
the candidates were personally and intellectually honest; whether 
they were emotionally stable and socially adjusted. Did they have 
leadership qualities? Could they make contacts easily and ne- 
gotiate successfully? What were their ideals as a citizen and what 
were their career interests? 1 

Mr. Davenport’s early graduates can be found today 
Graduates in such posts as assistant directors of personne] for 
both the Army and Air Corps; administrative officers in the Na- 
tional Institute of Health and in the Division of Territories and 
Island Possessions; budget officers of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion and the National Security Reseurces Board; special assistant 
to the Undersecretary of State; Director of the China program of 
ECA, and U. S. representative in the United Nations Economic and 
Social Commission. 

Injection of the specially trained college boys and girls has 
notably: stimulated the mine-run of Government payrollers to 
greater ‘endeavor.

is no doubt that they would have been appreciably greater had adequate equipment been available 


to meet the demand. 

Even with the shortage of bottling machinery 
and other handicaps, the physical expansion of 
the company has been a phenomenal one. Be- 
ginning operations with one second-hand machine 
capable of turning out only 1,440 bottles an hour, 
the Montevideo operation today comprises three 
plants with an hourly capacity of 27,000, seven 
storage warehouses and a separate wood and met- 
al-works where signs and cabinets are made and 
painted. 


In addition, the main bottling _ plant, 
which has already undergone several expan- 
sions, is being increased in size again and 
Hodgson is hopeful of getting delivery of two 
additional bottling machines in time to meet 
the December rush. The company started 
out with eight trucks five years ago. Today 
it operates a fleet of 60-odd vehicles and will 
need more the coming season. 


A graduate of the University of Georgia, 
Hodgson went with the Coca-Cola Company when 
he finished school in 1934. He worked in Canada, 
France and Mexico before coming to Montevideo 
to begin operations for the company in the Fall 
of 1942. It was in Mexico, incidentally, that he 
witnessed the expropriation of the oil companies 
in 1938 and formed the convictions that probably 
underlie the success of Montevideo Refrescos, 
South America. 

“The oil companies, by their short-sighted 
policies, brought expropriation on themselves,” 
Hodgson says. “Everybody but them could see 
it coming. They didn’t realize until too late that 
the day of ruthless exploitation by foreign capi- 
tal was over.” 

That’s why, when he set out to form a cor- 


poration to buy the Montevideo bottling plant 
from the parent company in 1945, 60 percent of 
the common stock remained in Uruguay. Forty 
percent is U. S.-owned, a sizable portion by At- 
lanta’s Bobby Jones, but it is the 14 Uruguayan 
stockholders who, along with Hodgson, provide 
the predominant local flavor. His board of direc- 
tors includes some of the most influential men 
in Uruguay and they take an enthusiastic inter- 
est in the progress of the Company. 


Hodgson and his wife, the former Miss 
Patsy Spalding, of Atlanta, are active in Mon- 
tevideo’s civic life. He is one of two Ameri- 
can members of the Montevideo Rotary Club 
and past President of the U. S. Chamber of. 
Commerce. She is President of the American 
Woman’s Club. 


There has not been, until recently, any great 
emphasis on advertising in South America. For 
that reason, the impact of a continuing campaign 
such as Coca-Cola puts on in Montevideo is all 
the more impressive. Then, too, advertising is 
relatively cheap as yet in Uruguay. The result 
is that every time one opens -per or turns 
on the radio, the words TOME (drink) COCA- 
COLA jump. out at you. 

Moreover, Hodgson has signs bearing the fa- 
miliar script trademark on’ most poles of the 
Montevideo streetcar company as well as on near- 
ly every street marker in the downtown section. 
These, along with two giant skyline spectaculars 
in midtown, give the distinct impression that 
Montevideo, rather than Atlanta, is the home of 
Coca-Cola and that the pause that refreshes is an 
old Uruguayan custom which we have transferred 
none too whole-heartedly to the States.

Would Mr. May Agree? 


Editor Constitution: In reply to Mr. Armand 
May’s letter of June 12, I would like to ask Mr. 
May why not reduce or repeal all protective 
tariff on manufactured goods and let them sell 
on the world market? That is no more unrea- 
sonable than suggesting that support prices be 
abandoned and farm products be allowed to seek 
the world market. Either of these suggestions, 
if carried out, would disrupt our economy and 
put Americans on the low living standard of 
European peons. The American farmer deserves 
a protective tariff as much as the American 
manufacturer. The American farmer is no more 
content to live like the low-income workers in 
some foreign countries than is any other Ameri- 
can. 


The present price support program is not a 
subsidy. It keeps prices of farm products up 
through loans on nonperishable farm products. 
This is a guarantee to the farmer of at least a 
cost of production price at the market place. It 
makes the processor pay the loan rate, or above, 
in order to get the raw material to process. He 
in turn passes it on to the consumer. Under 
the Brannan Farm Bill, some products would 
still be supported by loans, just as they are now. 
Others would be allowed to seek the world mar- 
ket and the difference between whatthey brought 
and the support price would be given the farmer 
out of the Treasury of the United States, if he 
could qualify for same. The consumer would 
pay taxes to pay the subsidy with. All storable 
products would be supported by loans just as 
now. The farmer doesn’t want subsidies. He 
wants a fair price at the market place. The 
price of labor has more to do with the price 
of a $4 shirt than the measly little 25 cents’ worth 
of cotton that went into it does. Why not ask 
labor to reduce wages?

An Auto 
Or Madhouse? 


The usual slaughter on the high- 
ways is in full swing. It begins in 
earnest in May and reaches its 
gory peak at Christmas. Family 
Economics Bureau of Minneapolis 
estimates the auto death toll for 
1949 to reach 24,000. 

According to insurance statistics 
the three major causes of automo- 
bile accidents are stupidity, bad 
manners and whiskey; they: cause 
three-fourths of the deaths. Stupid- 
ity is the top killer—speedhounds 
and foolish pedestrians, who ig- 
nore traffic signs and lack of 
horse-sense, cause 44 percent. 
Roadhogs; bad mannered drivers, 
are responsible for 15 percent. Al- 
cohol takes a toll of 15 percent, 
three percent of whom are pedes- 
trians. About 81 percent of all 
motor accidents occur on straight 
streets and highways. 

It is often difficult to determine 
the primary cause of a highway 
accident. In the case of an intoxi- 
cated driver and a dim-witted pe- 
destrian, we would have a fatal 
combination of all the major 
causes. The concensus of expert 
opinion, however, is that alcohol 
and gasoline won’t mix; it’s much 
safer to drink the gasoline and 
put the alcohol into the radiator.

Federal Buying Haphazard and Costly 


Fourth of a Series of Stories on the Hoover Commission Reports. 


The third report of the Hoover Commission suggests that the Government set up an Office of 
General Services to direct the buying, bookkeeping and building management for all the far-flung 


agencies. 


“These activities,’ says the Commissiog with gentle irony, “are carried on in several places 


within the executive branch with varying degrees of adequacy.” 


Mostly, the degree of adequacy would seem 
to be pretty small. The Commission estimates 
that about half of all Federal purchases—there 
are several millions of them every year—are for 
$10 apiece, or even less. Now under the present 
system it takes more than $10 worth of paper 
work, clerk hire, etc., to complete the deal. 


That is, whenever the Government buys one 
box of pencils, the ensuing rigamrole costs more 


than the pencils. 


As for the bookkeeping, the various Govern- 
ment agencies now keep fantastic stacks of rec- 
ords. Last year, these boxes, bales and filing 
eabinets full of records took up 18,000,000 square 
feet of floor space. The rental cost for so much 
space is figured at $20,000,000 a year. 


The Commission submitted a chart show- 
ing how much floor space and money could 
be saved by establishing a central records 
service. The savings depend largely on the 
simple device of putting papers away in 
steel stack sections instead of the customary | 
office filing cabinet. 


“Every time the contents of one file cabinet 
are transferred to a records center,” the Com- 
mission says, “the Government can save approx- 
imately $27 a year in office cost.”

Badly 
Needed Changes

In a recent address before an American Le- 
gion convention in Cartersville, Lee Rogers, 
Managing Editor of The Atlanta Constitution, 
called attention to the present libel law in Geor- 
gia, in which he said that the present law gives 
politicians the “power to dictate to you what you 
shall read and shall not read.”

The libel law in Georgia makes newspapers 
liable for both actual and punitive damages in 
libel cases no matter whether or not the libelous 
mistake was an honest effort without any thought 
of malice. Before the law was changed by the 
last session of the General Assembly, newspapers 
were permitted to print retractions or corrections 
in case of mistakes, thereby relieving the paper 
of punitive liability. |

report facts fully and in detail.

much explaining. There are various activities, 
mostly in and around the District of Columbia, 
more or less linked with the Federal Govern- 
ment but not officially reporting to anybody 
except perhaps to the President. They include 
the District of Columbia Government, the Smith- 
sonian Institution, the National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission, the National Capital Hous- 
ing Authority and the Commission of Fine Arts. 
The Hoover Commission simply wants them to 
deal with the Office of General Services. 


As for purchases, the Commission would set 
up a Bureau of Federal Supply in this Office of 
General Services. The present Federal Bureau 
of Supply in the Treasury Department would 
be abolished. 


The new Bureau of Federal Supply would 
not so much undertake to do all the buying as 
to co-ordinate and direct it for other agencies. 
The, buying and storing of goods for a particu- 
lar use would be assigned to the agency best 
qualified to do the job. Certain agencies would 
buy certain supplies—maybe those boxes of pen- 
cils—for all agencies. Or contracts would be 
let for such supplies in common use. 


The bureau that would be set up to supervise 
Federal buildings would do these things: (a) Set 
standards of efficiency for building management. 
(b) Supervise space allotments in cities where 
there are several large Federal offices. (c) Main- 
tain and operate buildings. (d) Make standard 
forms of leases and deeds and keep records. 


The Commission says it is not meant that 
this bureau should take over space allotments 
in the post offices or the military centers. Serv- 
icing of the buildings is advised, however. 


The report criticizes the present haphazard 
Federal supply system in detail. Only a few of 
the points can be noted here. 


For one thing, the Hoover Commission says, 
the Government has not realized that buying 
goods is important executive work. Prestige at- 
taches to personnel experts and budgeting ex- 
perts but not to the buyers. 


The present bureau in the Treasury De- 
partment lacks both authority and facilities.

One of the most attractive crafts in Fort Lauderdale is 
the skillful mounting of game fish done here in the competent and 
colorful plant of J. T. Reese, who specialized in marine life taxi- 
dermy after leaving Oklahoma Museum with an apprenticeship of 
many years mounting such mammoths as buffalo. 

There are 13,000 specimens of fish in these waters and Reese 
does not pretend he could identify more than half that number. 
He has developed a special iridescent color technique for the chang- 
ing tones of yellow and green and pale pink of dolphin. Dozens 
of sailfish hang in his processing room each week awaiting ship- 
ment to proud anglers who made a good catch.

Not Fatal, 
Shippers Told 


Despite a predicted 10.9 percent 
decline in the Southeastern car- 
loadings for the next three months, 
this area’s railroaders and shippers 
were told yesterday today’s eco- 
nomic ills were far from fatal.

Healy, Southeastern District Man- 
ager of the American Association 
of Railroads, reported to the South- 
eastern Shippers’ Advisory Board, 
a voluntary association whose pre-
